Urges Care In 
Mine Explosions 


Harrisburg.—-Special precautions to 
prevent coal dust explosions in bi­ 
tuminous mines during the winter are 
urged i»f state mine inspectors by 
Joseph J. Walsh, secretary of mines, 
in a letter made public today. 
He 
said that during the low atmospheric 
temperature of winter, the mines be­ 
come extremely dry if not kept mois­ 
tened and asserted this gives rise to 
a dangerous condition. 
“During the winter time as the 
cold air enters a mine it slowly in­ 
creases in temperature 
and 
conse­ 
quently in volume, thus increasing its 
moisture-holding capacity,” the letter 
said. 
“Thousands of gallons of wa­ 
ter are each day carried in the air cur­ 
rent from a single mine. 
This condi­ 
tion makes it necessary to use every 
precaution to prevent dust explosions. 
“ You are therefore instructed to he 
diligent in your efforts to have all the 
mines in your district properly and 
thoroughly watered or rock dusted as 
a preventive of cool dust explosions. 
Water or rock dust should be used 
freely iii all dry mines throughout 
the winter. When applied as required 
by law, the coal dust is rendered inert 
to explosibility and propagation of 
flame cannot occur.”

The result 
of her labors is a series of cata­ 
clysm?. 
Immediately below Miles Canon 
itself are the Squaw Rapids, where 
the torrent spills itself over a con­ 
fusion of boulders, bursting into 
foam and gyrating in dizzy whirl­ 
pools, its surface broken by explo­ 
sions of spray or pitted by devour­ 
ing vortices re cmbling the oily 
mouths of marine monsters. Below 
this, in turn, is the White Horse, 
worst cf all. 
Here the flood some- 
saults over a tremendous reef, fling­ 
ing on high a gleaming curtain of 
spray. These rapids are well named, 
for the tossing waves resemble noth­ 
ing more than runaway white horses 
with streaming manes and tails. 
These are by no means all the 
dangers that confronted the first 
Yukon stampede rs—there are other 
troublesome waters below—for in­ 
stance, Rink Rapids, where the river

A COMPARISON OF RECORDS 
EDITORIAL 
The Item. a week ago, unqualifiedly indorsed the candidacy 
of Judge Donald P. McPherson for reelection to the bench of the 
Adams-Fulton district, after a careful investigation of the rec­ 
ords of the two candidates convinced us that he is the best 
equipped in every respect to administer the high office which has 
such an important bearing upon the everyday lives and welfare 
of every citizen and taxpayer of Adams county. 
Judge McPherson himself would undoubtedly frown upon 
any move on the part of his legion of friends and supporters to 
inject personalities into the campaign, and this newspaper has 
no desire to engage in personal abuse of any candidate which 
could do nought but leave distasteful after effects in the mouths 
of all concerned—newspaper, candidates and readers alike. We 
fully realize that the ten thousand regular weekly readers of The 
Item are probably fairly equally divided in their usual political 
party affiliations and that anything bordering upon the vicious 
would offend all. 
However, any candidate for such an important public office as 
that of judge, which the people of the district are called upon to 
fill only once every ten years, automatically lays his record open 
to public inspection immediately upon entering the political con­ 
test. We feel that the people are entitled to the full facts that 
have guided us, after a complete investigation of the records of 
the two candidates, in giving our support to Judge McPherson 
for reelection over George J. Benner. As previously stated, it is 
the man The Item is indorsing, not the party he represents, as 
this newspaper will continue to exercise its non-partisan attitude 
in politics which has controlled its policy since it was established 
forty-five years ago—a policy that has had much to do in making 
The Item the largest weekly newspaper in southern Pennsylvania. 
Judge McPherson’s open record during his first term on the 
bench is the best argument in favor of retaining him in the pub­ 
lic service another term. He has made a dignified judge, an able 
judge, a fair and impartial judge and, above all, a careful guard­ 
ian of the,taxpayers’ money. 
Is it good policy to reject a man who has been tried and found 
true for one with a questionable record? 
For the record of 
Judge McPherson’s opponent in the campaign as a lawyer is ex­ 
tremely questionable, court records reveal, and we would be dere­ 
lict in our duty, we feel, if we left that record of Mr. Benner go 
unnoticed. 
Many are not familiar with the facts. 
In 1905, Mr. Benner was cited by the court to account for 
monies received by him as attorney for Alice Seymour. He did 
not submit his account as required by the court. And in June of 


1906, the court directed an attachment for his arrest to be issued. 
In the meantime, Benner left the state, and established his legal 
residence in New York City. His occupation there was that of a 
writer for newspapers and magazines. He remained out of the 
state and beyond the jurisdiction of the court for a period of six 
years, after which he returned to this county.

f an it be possible that the people of this judicial district 
would elevate to the highest office within their gift a man whose 
record is as glaringly questionable as the record of George J. 
Benner? 
It must be recalled that before an attorney-at-law is given 
the privilege'of practicing before the bar, he is*required to take 
an oath to the effect that he will behave himself with all good 
fidelity to the court and his client alike. 
This oath of office is of the same solemn importance as is 
the oath of any public officer. 


If there can be any doubt as to Mr. Benner’s faithfulness as 
un attorney-at-law, how much greater would be the doubt as to 
his faithfulness to his oath as judge? 
\Ve contend most earnestly that no judicial office should bo 
filled by a lawyer when any doubt whatsoever exists as to that 
lawyer’s faithfulness to the office.

JUDICIAL PENSIONS 
A new view upon the cost of Judges pensions was presented 
at one of the recent gatherings of voters of Adams County—a 
view never heretofore emphasized. 
It was pointed out that if Judge McPherson is re-elected he 
has bound himself to accept no pension. 
But assuming that he 
had made no such pledge, he could not possibly receive any pen­ 
sion until after the year IO,’36. At that time, Judge McPherson 
will be 66 years old. He could not reasonably be expected to live 
more than 14 years longer. During such period of 14 years, he 
could receive, even had he not pledged himself to refuse a pen­ 
sion, $3,500 per year or a total of only $49,000. 
On the other hand, George J. Benner has made no pledge not 
to accept any retirement pension. 
He is now approximately_IQ_ 
years old. There is every probability that he would retire a short 
time after the opening of the next judicial term of office of ten 
years. If such retirement occurred within one year, he would 
receive for the remaining nine years of the original term the 
sum of $7,000.00 each year or a total of $63,000.00. 
In addition, the succeeding judge would also receive the full 
salary of $7,000 each year for the remaining nine years. 
As a mere business proposition—a matter of dollars and 
cents to the taxpayers of Adams County—it appears that the 
election of George J. Benner would be a most expensive and 
hazardous undertaking-, does it not ? 
It is unfortunate for the voters of Adams County that the 
question of pension has been injected into the campaign by the 
opponents of Judge McPherson. The pension act is doomed to 
an early repeal, for the voters of the state have indicated that 
they are not in sympathy with it. 
It should not be allowed to 
influence a single voter, either for Judge McPherson, on the 
ground of a larger saving to the County, or against George J. 
Benner, on the ground of a greater cost. 
The candidate ought to be selected solely upon his qualifica­ 
tions for the office; integrity of character and personal fitness.

Pooling Methods 
For the m ost part, farm er* have j 
been securing their finance a t retail, j 
qxmVd they can seetHH*—it- wbuleaudc; 
by pooling their raw m aterials with ( 
other counties and states, they can ; 
get through to the source of produc- , 
tion of these m aterials and get the 
lowest wholesale price-, thus cutting 
production costs at the very b e g in -1 
ning; in time, we can, through or- j 
ganization, more nearly adju st pro- I 
duction to demand, and through large j 
cooperative 
m arketing 
associations. 
we can actually merchandise our prod- j 
ucts a t tho time, place and m anner 
the consumer demands. This is m ere­ 
ly applying to agriculture the sound, 
successful business principles applied 
to other productive industry. 
E verything we buy is produced by 
big business organizations, largely by 
organized labor. 
Our lack of initia­ 
tive in m arketing has caused the de­ 
velopment of outside business organi­ 
zations which come to the farm or 
nearly so for our products.

claim that the agricultural barriers 
can only be crossed

specialized 
farming. 
The modern farm er is a 
specialist and the story of how well 
he has succeeded is fam iliar to you. 
There are those who would stand­ 
ardize 
agricultural 
products, 
and 
thereby bring to the producer the de­ 
sired relief in 
profitable 
returns,—* 
surely a step in the right direction. 
Again there are those who would 
frat emu! ize the industry, and much 
has been accomplished in this effort 
by raising up new leaders toward tho 
time when thi." new 
frontier must 
be conquered by the pioneers of our 
day. 
Legislation Not A Cure 
Some have looked to legislation as 
a cure for tho ills of agriculture; to 
subsidy; to government control, and 
('veil to government operation. 
The 
pioneer of form er days, as well as 
the modern farm er, has not achieved 
his success by any such means. 
He 
has succeeded in proportion to th e ef­ 
forts he himself has put forth, and 
not by special privileges of the law. 
Others tell us we must commercial­ 
ize farming, have more volume, put 
more business into farm ing; yet these 
same advocates cling to individual ef­ 
fort as have done our fathers of old. 
Then there are these who advocate 
stabilized agriculture, hut fail to pro­ 
vide a means of stabilization. 
Equality in agriculture is a very 
popular subject today, and many are 
striving to bring about this much de­ 
sired condition. 
Economic agriculture

discu- "ion; from the president of the 
United States on down through his 
commission, to the dirt

The unlimited areas over which 
potatoes from all states are marketed, 
rcjfardless of distance, freight rates, 
congestion of m arkets or contract with 
competitors, appears to be the g reat­ 
est evil with which 
potato 
growing 
farm ers have to conU-nd. 
“Give tho potato the longest pos­ 
sible ride” seems to be the aim in t >o - 
tato m arketing. 
Of course, there is 
no concerttHj effort to give to the rail­ 
roads the biggest slice of profit en­ 
joyed by any of the agencies partici­ 
pating in the potato industry. But the 
hit-and-miss system of m arketing now 
in operation does that verj' thing. 
As proof of the above statem ents 
we have compiled a list of im portant 
potato m arkets, showing the number 
of states which 
sold 
potatoes into 
these cities last year.

Twenty-one of 
the 
large 
potato 
m arkets in this country receive pota­ 
toes by rail from twenty or more dif­ 
ferent states. 
Mix them up, both 
early and late crop states, and then 
try to m arket from 20 of them to any 
of the above m arkets without crossing 
one or more other potato producing 
states, shipping at the 
same 
time. 
We’ve tried it and “it can’t be did.” 
Our government is trying to w'ork 
out some means of getting agriculture 
out of the present unprofitable condi­ 
tion. 
The first .step is 
to 
find 
the 
cau.se. We believe the government in­ 
vestigators have located the trouble, 
and we are quoting a part of a report 
issued by the Bureau of A gricultural 
Economics, W ashington, as follows:

“It is apparent,” says this report, 
“that greater progress must be made 
within the j>otato industry toward a 
more efficient and orderly m arketing 
system, if producers are 
to

Orderly M arketing Necessary 
With orderly m arketing to these 
m arkets w'ould be shipped each day 
approxim ately what they ♦ consumed. 
Chicago would not receive two hun­ 
dred one day, Pittsburgh, sixty, etc., 
and the price would be more even .and 
on a higher level.

Initial Step Up To Producers 
Al.so we might state th a t while the 
information has been available for the 
use of all shippers of potatoes, from 
appearance of the statistics we are, 
doubtful if the shippers in the years 
past have ever tried to avail them ­ 
selves of the opportunity, should they 
have been inclined to do so, to 
help 
stabilize the m arkets in the m anner of 
sysU'matic m arketing. 
We dare say also that perhaps the 
most im portant factor which investors 
in the commodity w’ere interested in 
ha.s been the profit on the turnover of 
the investment, regardless of price to 
producer and consumer, and without 
interest being shown as to contact in 
m arkets, so long as a profit could be 
made. 
Up To The Growers 
The 
fact

tried to m arket this commodity evenly 
for the prodiK-er should convince the 
growers that it is up to themselves to 
accomplish thi.<^ 
The Agricultural Commission also
